GERMAN AND SLAV IS 


RAGING NEAR CAPITAL

j>. m.—A great battle is in progress 
at Sochaczow, thirty miles west of 
"Warsaw. 
The German wedge, which is pro- 
ceeding in a southerly direction from 
How, has managed, after heavy fight- 
ing, in which serious losses are re- 
ported to have been inflicted, to es- 
tablish itself a. quarter of a mile west 
of Sochaczow. 


The Polish campaign now centers 
at that point. 


The German column was met at 
Sochaczow by tierce resistance on the 
part ot the Russians. The fighting 
was extremely severe at points lead- 
ing to hand-to-hand encounters. Ar- 
tiHery fire on both sides was heavy 
and continuous German airships are 
constantly circling over the town. 
Reinforcements are being poured 


in, rapidly on both sides. The Rus- 
sians are bringing in troops by high-' 
way and by the railroad from "War- 
saw. The Germans are moving forces 
from the region about Lodz. 
Notwithstanding the conflicting na- 


ture of reports concerning the char- 
acter of the German operations, it is 
evident that their maneuvers, which 
according-to eo.uxe_-reports include -as 
many as five army corps, are being 
conducted along a. line to the north 
of Lowicz.
